TH  E  Confirmation  which  fome 
late  Rumours  from  England  of 
a  new  Lord  Lieutenant  have 
thrown  all  Kinds  of  People  into,  can  be 
equalled  by  Nothing,  but  the  univerfal 
Concern  attending  it :  this  Concern  too  has 
been  confiderably  encreafed  by  the  Sur- 
prize \  it  being  an  Event  fo  little  expelled, 
that  the  Tenor  of  public  Conveifation 
ran  only  upon  what  new  Honours  fhould 
diftinguifh  your  Lordfhip's  happy  Return 
to  this  grateful  Kingdom,  and  perpetuate 
the  Memory  of  your  wife  and  fuccefsfui 
Adminiftration.  Laft  Poft  from  Cork 
had  brought  us  Intelligence  of  a  Medal 
linking  in  that  County  j  on  one  Side 
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Hibernia  placing  a  Crown  of  Laurel 
on  your  Lordfhip's  Head,  with  this 
Motto, 

Hie  Vir,  Hie  est  ! 

On  the  Rcverfe  124  Figures,  fuppofed 
by  the  Motto  over  them, 

Pro  Patria, 

to  reprefent  fuch  a  Number  of  your 
Lordfhip's  particular  Friends,  which  with 
an  Addrefs  on  the  Occafion,  was  to  be  pre- 
sented, we  were  told,  to  your  Lordfliip,  on 
your  Arrival,  by  the  Knights  of  the  Shire. 
Another  Report  prevailed  amongft  us, 
that  the  Officers  upon  the  Eftabliftiment 
had  given  Orders  for  a  fuperb  Statue  to 
be  ere&ed  to  your  Lordfhip  in  the  Royal 
Square  at  the  Barracks,  in  Commemora- 
tion of  your  great  and  unwearied  Endea- 
vours for  the  Repair  of  the  Barracks  in 
general,  not  only  in  Dublin^  but  through- 
out the  Kingdom ;  and  the  Care  of  this 
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was  by  public  Voice  entrufted  to  Mr. 
N — //,  whofe  Abilities  and  Fidelity  have 
already  endeared  him  to  the  Army  and  the 
Nation.  The  General  Officers  have  indeed 
the  Credit  of  fetting  this  Affair  in  Agita- 
tion firft,  having  ever  profeffed  the  great- 
eft  Obligations  to  your  Lordftiip  on  this 
Account,  as  their  conftant  Attendance  in 
Parliament,  and  fteady  Support  of  your 
Lordftiip,  whenever  the  Barracks  were 
the  Subject  of  Debate,  have  fufficiently 
declared  to  the  World  :  and  this  was  the 
more  generous  as  it  is  very  well  known 
they  never  lie  in  them,  and  of  courfe 
could  not  be  affeBed>  if  it  rained  into 
every  Barrack  in  the  Kingdom.  Many 
farther  Defigns  were  talked  of,  and  de- 
bated; and  many  Propofals  for  Addrefles, 
Freedom-Boxes  >  and  other  Marks  of  pub- 
lic Gratitude,  received  and  confcnted  to, 
and  the  Nation  was  as  it  were  in  an  Up- 
roar, who  ftiould  firft  prefs  thefe  Pledges 
of  univerfal  Love  and  Affeftion  upon 
your  Lordlhip  at  your  Return,    But  alas !

Thy  pleafing  Profpeft  now  is  o'er  ;  and  thy 
deluded  Children  too  furely  know  that  all 
their  promifed  Joys  are  fled.

Permit  me,  my  Lord,  to  join  in  the 
common  Concern,  and  to  add  my  Grief 
to  that  of  the  Country  I  am  in ;  and  tho' 
I  cannot,  as  many  others  have  already 
done,  write  Poems  to  keep  alive  the  Me- 
mory of  your  pafl  Services,  and  to  regret 
your  Abfence,  yet  let  me  weep  in  Con- 
cert with  the  Sons  of  Liberty. 

All  may  their  Tears,  tho'  not  their  Verfes 
bring, 

For  all  can  figh,  tho'  very  few  can  fmg. 

It  has  been  faid  indeed,  that  the  *  No- 
bleman, Fame  tells  us  is  foon  to  be  en-

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trufted  with  the  fupreme  Authority  over 
this  Kingdom,  has  declared  he  has  the 
Welfare  of  it  at  Heart ;  and  that  the 
Gentleman,  who  is  to  fucceed  your  Lord- 
fhip  in  that  Commiffion  you  execut- 
ed with  fo  much  Honour  to  yourfelf, 
and  fuch  evident  Marks  of  public  Tran- 
quillity and  Satisfaction,  is  a  Man  of  in- 
difputable  Integrity,  in  which  no  Man 
ever  Jhone  more  than  your  Lordfhip,  and 
which  indeed  was  the  amiable  Virtue  that 
firft  procured  your  Lordfhip  that  general 
EJleem  and  Refpetl  you  found  in  Ireland : 
But  thefe  Reports,  however  true,  from 
our  natural  Anxiety  that  they  Ihould  be 
fo,  lofe  fome  Degree  of  Credit,  and 
with  the  Vulgar  pafs  for  Expedients  raifed 
by  the  weeping  Patriots  at  the  Caftle,  to 
fteal  the  public  Sorrow,  and  flop  the 
Current  of  the  prefent  Grief ,  for  how- 
ever great,  and  wife,  and  well-difpofed 
our  expefled  Governors  may  be,  however 
warm  and  zealous  in  the  true  Intereft  of 
this  bleeding  Kingdom,  yet  it  is  to  be 

feared 
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feared  they  will  never  purfue  the  fame 
glorious  Meafures  that  have  recommend- 
ed  your  Lordfhip  to  the  good  Wifhes 
of  all  the  honefl  and  uncorrupted  Part  of 
Mankind  throughout  the  Nation  ;  which 
fo  happily  diftinguifhed,  and  fo  happily 
protracted  the  laft  Seffions  of  Parliament 
in  Dublin,  and  which,  if  Fame  fays  true, 
have  made  your  Lordfhip  as  popular  in 
Great-Britain,  as  ever  you  were  on  this 
Side  of  the  Water. 

Thefe  Surmifes,  tho'  diftant,  thefe  Ap- 
prehenfions,  tho*  but  {lightly  founded,  have 
ftill  Force  enough  to  excite  uneafy  Senfa- 
tions  in  the  Minds  of  thofe  who  think, 
and  fuch  as  indeed  will  never  be  entirely 
erafed,  'till  we  are  honoured  with  the 
Prefence  of  the  new  L — d  L — t  and  his 
Secretary,  and  'till  we  actually  fee  them 
treading  in  that  Path  your  Lordfhip  trod 
before,  and  conveying  equal  Blelfings  to 
the  People  thro*  the  Channel  your  Lord- 
fhip opened.    Then  indeed  our  Fears  will

be  at  an  End,  and  we  fhall  lefs  regret  the 
Soldiery  Senator,  and  Statefma?i,  we  have 
loft  ;  Ireland  will  once  more  fiourijh,  pub- 
lic Spirit  revive,  patriot  Worth  be  re- 
vered, the  Name  of  S — e  adored ;  even 
my  Countrymen,  who  feel  for  every  Stroke 
that  Ireland  fuffers,  fhall  fhare  the  com- 
mon Good,  and  rejoice  in  the  common 
Joy,  and  tho'  no  Natives,  fhall  jip  the  Dew 
which  falls  like  that  of  Heaven  on  all 
alike. 

But  'till  the  BleJJtngs  of  an  Adminiftra- 
tion  fo  impatiently  defired,  are  actually 
fliowered  down  amongft  us,  the  continual 
Remembrance  of  your  Lordfhip's  fo  much 
applauded  Conduft,  fits  heavy  on  our 
Souls  j  we  knew  with  Certainty  what  we 
might  expeSlj  fhould  your  Lordfhip  re- 
turn,  and  we  could  then  boldly  launch 
out  into  Futurity,  judge  of  approaching 
Bleflings  by  the  pajly  and  anticipate  the 
coming  Good.  Now  all  is  doubtful,  every 
Mind  alarmed,  your  Friends  confounded, 

the 
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the  Foes  of  Ireland,  which  are  thofe  only 
who  are  fo  to  your  Lordfhip,  exulting 
and  triumphant :  Even  the  Ladies  figh  ; 
I  mean  fuch  patriot  Ladies  who  figh  for 
Freedom  and  their  Country,  and  who 
honoured  your  Lordfhip's  public  more 
than  your  private  Chara£ter  \  every  new 
Tale  and  frefh  Report  ftrikes  Terror  to 
each  Bofom  here  -y  nay,  a  Want  of  News 
affedts : 

Horror  ubique  Animos,  fimul  ipfa  Silentia 
terrent.  , 

This  Scene  of  univerfal  Sorrow,  when 
defcribed  and  related  in  England,  may 
poffibly  excite  a  little  Wonder  and  Sur- 
prize, efpecially  as  the  noble  D— e  now 
talked  of  for  our  new  L — t,  ftands 
fo  favourably  in  the  Opinion  of  the. 
Public,  that  great  Advantages  to  Ireland 
are  expefred  from  his  Adminiftration,  and 
fuch  as  may  equal,  and  were  it  pojjible, 
exceed  thofe  already  procured  to  this 

Kingdom 
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Kingdom  by  your  Lordfhip  -y  but  alas ! 
the  Gentlemen  of  England  not  being  fo 
fenfible  of  the  Benefits  that  flowed  from 
your  Lordfhip's  ge7terous  Affection  to  this 
Nation,  I  might  almoft  fay,  Partiality, 
(had  your  Lordfhip  been  known  to  be 
partial  on  any  Occafion  whatever)  they 
are  not  fo  fufceptible  of  the  Fears  that 
naturally  harafs  the  Minds  of  thofe,  who 
have  felt  a  Bleffing,  and  dread  to  lofe  it : 
The  Englifi  are  in  general  Strangers  to 
the  Wifdom  and  Policy  that  dire£led  your 
Lordfhip's  public  Aftions ;  but  the  Peo* 
pie  here  are  well  injlruBed  in  their  Ten- 
dency,  and  have  already  found  their  Ufe  : 
The  Gentlemen  of  Ireland  alone  can  tell 
how  greatly  that  Nation  is  obliged  to  your 
Lordfhip's  tutelary  Care  and  protecting 
Power ;  how  you  made  the  Welfare  of 
the  Kingdom  your  own  ;  how  you  have 
toiled  by  Day  and  Night  to  defend  the 
Rights  and  Privileges  of  the  People,  and 
to  fecure  the  conftitutional  Authority  of 

P— rl  1  when  attacked  by  a  pow- 
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erful,  tho'  perverfe  Fa&ion  :  They  have 
feen  your  Lordfhip  bravely  oppofing  In- 
novations of  every  Kind  j  they  have  feen 
you  debating,  nay  dividing  in  Affairs  of 
private  Property ,  which  no  S — ry,  before 
your  Lordfhip,  ever  had  Spirit  to  do, 
tho'  fome  of  them  had  a  Property  in  the 
Kingdom,  which  it  is  very  well  known 
your  Lordfhip  had  not  they  have  feen 
you  as  anxious  in  carrying  thro'  a  dis- 
puted Election,  as  a  difputed  Bill  in  the 
Houfe  of  Commons  ;  nay,  I  know  your 
Lordfhip  has  more  than  once  declared, 
that  the  Armagh-Eletlion  alone  gave  you 
more  Uneaflnefs,  than  the  whole  united  Bu-> 
Jinefs  of  the  laft  Seffion  of  Parliament. 
What  a  Spirit  of  Liberty  was  this  !  How 
glorious  that  Warmth  to  preferve  the 
Rights  of  the  ConJlituc?its  inviolate,  which 
alone  could  fecure  the  Conftitution  itfelf, 
whenever  attacked  by  defigning  and  am- 
bitious Men  ;  and  tho'  it  was  malicioujly 
infinuated  on  t'other  Side  the  Water,  that 
your  Lordfhip's  Attention  had  been  better 

employed 
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employed  in  forwarding  the  K — gs  Bu- 
fmefs  in  Ireland,  yet  the  Confequence  of  that 
Eleftion  was  very  well  known  to  your 
Lordfhip's    Friends,    the  true  Patriots 
here  ;  befides  whatever  Trouble  the  Fac- 
tion juft  now  mentioned,  might  on  fome 
Occafions  create  your  Lord/hip,  it  is  very 
evident,  they  meant  none  to  the  K — g 
on  any ;  this  even  my  Countrymen,  who, 
like  myfelf,   could  almoft  hate  them  for 
the  odious  Oppofition  they  made  to  your 
Lordfhip's  falutary  Defigns,  have  almoft 
univerfally  allowed,  and  our  Refentment 
has  only  been  inflamed  againft  them  for 
their  unprecedented  Attach  upon  the  Con- 
ftitution  of  this  poor,  opprefled  King- 
dom, which  muft  have  been  inevitably 
ruined,  had  not  your  Lordfhip  timely 
rofe  to  its  Relief,  in  Pity  held  out  your 
faving  Hand,  and  with  prevailing  Num- 
bers, checked  the  Fury  of  thefe  Sons  of 
Ambition,  and  flopped  the  Blow,  that  if 
given, '  had  dejlroyed  the  whole  Liberties 
of  the  Nation.    Who  then  that  had  a 
C  2  Heart 
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Heart  affeBed  to  Ireland,  could  condemn 
your  Lordfhip's  uncommon  Anxiety  for  the 
Armagh  Eleftion  ?  I  am  fure,  my  Lord, 
all  my  Countrymen,  and  I  believe  no 
People  love  Ireland  better,  moll  heartily 
approved  of  every  Step  your  Lordfhip 
took  on  that  Occafion,  and  fincerely  wifh- 
cd  you  the  fame  Succefs  in  every  future 
Struggle  of  that  Kind  ;  tho'  your  Superi- 
crity,  as  it  then  flood,  was  evidently  fitf- 
ficient  to  curb  and  controul  thofe  feditious 
Dijlurbers  of  the  public  Peace,  the  Mem- 
bers in  the  Opposition,  who  aimed  at 
nothing  but  the  umverfal  Corruption,  and 
granting  an  exorbitant  Authority  to  tha 
Churchy  and  the  Saint ,  as  they  call  him, 
at  the  Head  of  it ;  a  Piece  of  Politicks, 
that  I  am  very  fure  your  Lordfhip,  or  any 
Man  who  wifhes  well  to  Ireland,  can 
never  fee  prevailing  without  Difdain,  and 
in  uft  for  ever  oppofe  j  knowing  how  pre- 
judicial it  cannot  but  at  all  times  be  to 
the  true  Interefts  of  this  Kingdom.  In- 
deed it  is  faid,  that  the  prefent  Director 

of 
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of  the  Ecclefiaftics,  is  an  unafpiring,  truly 
unambitious  Prelate ;  who  being  entirely 
devoted  to  Religion,  and  Philofophy,  very 
little  interferes  with  any  public  Concerns, 
but  thofe  within  his  own  Province,  and 
thofe  he  regulates  with  great  Integrity  and 

Virtue ;  yet  ftill  a  P  e  may  fucceed, 

not  altogether  fo  pious,  and  fo  pacific ; 
there  have  been  flirring,  bufy  Men  in 
Lawn,  Men  who  have  been  fond  of  Pow- 
er ;  and  tho'  this  good  Bifkop  is  not  one 
of  that  Stamp,  yet  another  may  come,  that 
is ;  and  whenever  he  does,  take  it  for  a 
Truth,  my  Lord,  he  will  never  be  eafy, 
'till  he  has  engroffed  the  whole  Power  of 
the  Adminiftration  into  his  own  Hands, 
though  to  acquire  it,  he  facrifices  the 
Peace  and  Quiet  of  the  whole  King- 
dom. Whenever  fuch  a  one  prevails,  it 
will  not  be  extraordinary  to  fee  a  Lord 
Lieutenant  and  his  Parliament  at  Vari- 
ance ;  for  Schifms  and  Broils  are  what  the 
Church  delights  in ;  divide  and  govern  will 
then  be  no  longer  Italian^  but  Hibernian 

Policy  y 
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Policy ;  and  you  will  fee  the  great  eft  and 
wifeft  Men  in  the  Nation  difplaced  to 
make  Room  for  the  weakeft  and  the  worft, 
who,  for  the  contemptible  Enjoyment  of 
a  few  prefent  Advantages,  will  help  to 
enjlave  their  Country,  and  fupport  every 
infamous  Meafure  Pride  or  Power  can 
invent,  tho'  'tis  with  the  Ruin  of  them- 
felves  and  their  Pofterity  for  ever. 

The  Author  of  that  excellent  Trea- 
tife,  T'he  Slate  of  Ireland >  argues  upon 
this  Subjett  with  great  Strength  of  Rea- 
fon,  in  the  Paflage  that  follows.

"  ment  of  his  Country,  how  muft  this 
<c  extend  his  Influence  ?  Suppofe  that  he, 
€C  being  one  of  three  Governors,  fhould 
«  in  effeft  engrofs  the  Power  of  the 
<c  three  ;  would  he  not  then  be  formida- 
a  ble?  Suppofe  that  in  Confequence  of 
<c  thefe  Powers,  he  fhould  gain  Sway  in 
<c  an  upper  Houfe  of  Parliagiqnt,  and  find 
"  Means  to  get  fome  pjit  jn,  and  fomc 
"  put  out  of  a  Privy  Council ;  would 
<c  he  not  then  arrive  .-at  ;  a  dangerous 
<c  Growthj  fuppofe  fud\  :a  Man  fhould, 
<{  for  a  Courfe  of  Years^erjjo'y  thefe  ex- 
"  traordinary  Powers,  wou^hp-  not  then 
<c  become  more  experienced,  fnore  cun- 
<c  ning  in  his  various  Proceedings,  better 
"  fupported  with  Dependencies,  better 
"  able  to  oppofe  conftitutional  Meafures, 
"  and  ftill  further  enabled  to  exercife 
<c  Dominion  over  his  Fellow-Subjedts,  to 
"  corrupt  them,  to  buy  them,  to  diftrefs 
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<c  and  enflave  them  ?  When  arrived  at 
sc  this  imperious  State,  connected  to  few 
u  Individuals,  andfcarce  at  all  connefted 
"  to  the  higheft  Interefts  of  the  Commu- 
"  nity,  but,  on  the  contrary,  the  Increafe 
"  of  his  Power  depending  upon  the  In- 
<{  creafe  of  Proftitution,   what  muft  a 
<e  free  People  expeft  ?  How  often  have 
ci  we  feen  a  State  undone  by  a  Subject, 
<c  when  he  had  outgrown  his  Condition  ? 
"  The  wife  Romans  ftruggled  hard,  and 
ci  often  to  prevent  it ;  and  they  were  un- 
u  done,  their  Liberty  died,  when  they  could 
cc  not  prevent  it.    States  every  where,  to 
"  preferve  their  Independance,  make  it 
"  their  firft  Care  to  preferve  a  Balance  of 
tc  Power  among  their  Neighbours.  Such 
"  due  Balance  is  quite  neceffary  among 
cc  Subje6ls  who  intend  to  be  free.  Would 
"  any  difmterefted  Member  of  Society, 
<c  would  any  rational  Perfon  of  found 
cc  Mind  and  Memory  contribute  to  in- 
<c  creafe  the  Power  of  fuch  a  Man  ? 
<c  There  is  but  one  Way  left  to  increafe 
<c  it ;  give  him  All.    Countrymen,  this

<c  Subjecl  is  worthy  of  your  ferioiis  Coi> 
u  fideration,  fhould  an  afpiring  Adven- 
cc  turer,  thus  circumftanced,  gain  an 
*c  Afcendant  in  your  lower  Houfe  of 
u  Parliament,  then  the  Power  of  the 
u  Nation  would  be  in  his  Hands. 

"  How  could  you  deliver,  yourfelves, 
u  having  added  Power  that  you  could 
<c  not  fubtraft  ?  Would  not  every  Man, 
<c  Lay  and  Ecclefiaftic,  be  brought  into 
u  a  State  of  Servitude  ?  His  Supremacy 
tC  would  tend  to  render  him  abfolute

u  As  free  as  ours,  until  an  *  intriguing

cc  the  Court,  to  affift  him  in  betraying 
"  the  Nation.  Then  cajoled  a  Party  in 
"  their  Houfe  of  Commons,  infinuated 
<c  himfelf  into  their  Confidence,  perfuaded

Of  fuch  dangerous  Confequence  is  it,

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But  it  Is  not  for  an  Officer,  my  Lord, 
to  enumerate  all  the  Afts  of  public  Utility 
obfervable  in  your  Lordflnp's  public  Cha- 
ra6ter ;  it  is  not  in  our  Sphere,  nor  do 
thofe  things  that  are  glaring  in  the  Eye 
of  the  World,  Jirike  us  in  equal  Propor- 
tion with  the  reft  of  his  Majefty's  happy 
Subjefts  in  this  Ifland  5  our  Admiration 
of  your  Lordfhip's  dijinterejled  Regard 
for  the  People  here,  is  more  immedi- 
ately known  to  us  from  thofe  of  your

a  Nature,  as  would  have  hurt  him  in  the

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Opinion  of  any  other  Man  living  but 
your  Lordjhip  ;    but  you,  who  was  well 
acquainted  with  the  Integrity  of  that  Of- 
ficer,   who  was  confcious  he  had  been 
afting  upon  the  fame  uncorrupt  Princi- 
ples as  yourfelf,  and  that  the  permitting  a 
Cenfure  upon  his  Defigns,  might  occafiou 
hereafter  a  Reflection  upon  your  own,  or 
prevent  you  from  carrying  into  Execiu 
tion  a  Plan  of  Operations  that  wrould 
qffeSl  the  very  Vitals  of  the  Confiitution, 
(as  it  fmce  has  done)  with  an  Intrepidity 
uncommon  to  your  Lordfhip's  Age,  with- 
ftood  the  determined  Efforts  of  an  obfti- 
nate  Set  of  Men,  labouring  to  opprefs 
the  innocent,  and  bring  into  Difgrace  a 
Servant  who  had  deferved  well  of  the 
Public.     This  was  exerting  a  Spirit  but 
few  were  capable  of  befides  your  Lord- 
pip  ;  nor  could  any  one  have  maintain- 
ed it,  but  he  who  had  the  fame  great 
Defigns  in  Embrio,  and  fuch  as  were 
hereafter  to   break  out  in  a  Flood  of 
Glory  upon  this  Kingdom, 

As 
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As  I  am  upon  this  Subjeft,  with 
your  Leave,  I  will  enter  more  par- 
ticularly upon  the  Obligations  the  Army 
lies  under  to  your  Lordflnp  on  this  Ac- 
count ;  and  believe  me  I  do  not  do  it 
out  of  any  private  View,  and  to  point 
out  to  your  SuccefTor  from  your  Lordjhip's 
Example ',  the  Way  to  become  popular  a- 
mong  us,  or  to  encourage  him  to  imi- 
tate  your  CircumfpeBion  and  Care  in  pro- 
viding fo  comfortably  for  thofe  brave  Men 
the  Wars  had  left  us  :  Neither,  my  Lord, 
do  I  undertake  it  in  order  to  write  a 
Panegyric  upon  the  Surveyor,  and  to 
make  the  World  more  acquainted  with 
his  Merits  than  they  are,  but  entirely, 
out  of  a  Principle  of  Gratitude ;  the 
Memory  of  Man  is  frail  and  weak  we 
receive  confiderable  A6ls  of  Friendjhip, 
but  our  Friend  and  BenefaBor  is  foon 
forgot  -y  I  am  not  one*  of  thofe,  my  Lord, 
nor  can  I  ever  forget  the  many  Favours 
my  Countrymen  and  I  have  enjoyed  thro' 

your 
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your  Lordjbip's  Influence,  and  the  Army 
thro*  your  particular  Encouragement,  Re- 
port has  painted  your  Lordfhip  as  adroit 
in  civil  Affairs,  as  expert  in  military 
and  the  Debates  in  laft  Seffion  acquired 
you  ifnmortal  Honour  as  a  Senator  'tis 
true  our  Intelligence  with  refpect  to  the 
Money-billy  was  fomewhat  of  the  Jateft, 
nor  had  we  a  right  Notion  of  the  in- 
trinfic  Merit  of  that  Conteft,  till  we 
were  honoured  at  the  Barracks  with  your 
Lordfhip's  Enclofure  of  the  Considera- 
tions; which  impartial  Treatife  fully 
explained  that  Matter  to  us,  and  con- 
vinced .  us  of  what  we  had  read  on  the 
Cover  of  your  Lordlhip's  Letter,  that  it 
was  Fok  His  Majesty's  Service  ;  but 
I  will  remove  the  Scene  with  your  Lord- 
fhip's  Leave,  from  the  Senate  to  the  Bar- 
racks,  where  you  will  appear  to  as  great 
Advantage,  as  ever  Secretary  did,  who 
was  himfelf  an  Officer. 

Tho'  the  Army  on  this  Occafion  is 

under 
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tinder  infinite  Obligations  to  youf  Lord- 
{hip,  as  will  be  feen  hereafter  y  yet  fome 
Degree  of  Gratitude  is  due  to  the  Houfe 
of  Commons,  who  gave  an  unlimited  Vote 
of  Credit  for  the  Repair  of  the  Barracks  : 
Had  the  Houfe  flopped  here,  the  Thanks 
of  all  the  Military  had  been  due  to 
them  ;  but  it  was  undoubtedly  a  little 
ungenerous  to  enquire  afterwards  how  the 
Money  had  been  laid  out  no  Man  ever 
called  Mr.  iV— ff%  Honour  in  Queftion 
before ;  befides,  it  was  fbmewhat  of  an 
Affront  to  your  Lcrdjhip,  who  could  not 
be  fuppofed  to  countenance  and  encourage 
any  public  Officer,  whofe  Integrity  you 
did  not  know,  and  whofe  Difcharge  of 
his  Truft,  faithful  or  other wife ,  could  not 
have  efcaped  you,  being  yourfelf  a  Sol- 
dier. Had  he  embezzled  the  public 
Money,  or  profufely  laid  it  out  had 

HE  ACTED  WITHOUT  CARE,  JUDGMENT, 

or  Oeconomy,  your  Lordfhip  muft  have 
been  the  firjl  to  have  perceived  it,  and  I 
make  no  Doubt,  would  have  been  the 
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frfi  to  have  complained  of  it :  if  your 
Lordfhip,  who  by  your  Poft  was  Secre- 
tary at  War,  as  well  as  Secretary  to  his 
Grace,  was  fatisfied  with  the  Repairs 
done  to  the  Barracks  ;  if  the  General  Of- 
ficers, ever  active  for  the  Welfare  of  the 
Troops,  and  who  look  with  a  jealous  Eye 
upon  every  Meafure  that  can  poflibly  afFedt 
them  5  if  they  were  filent,  and  only  a  few 
noify  Subalterns,  who  never ftir  out  of  the 
Barracks,  and  therefore  found  them  dif- 
agreeabky  were  the  only  People  to  condemn 
the  Surveyor,  then  the  Houfe  of  Commons, 
it  is  my  real  Opinion,  was  too  warm,  and 
did  not  aft  with  the  fame  noble  Spirit 
upon  this  Occafion,  as  when  they  paffed 
the  Vote  of  Credit ;  indeed  it  particularly 
affedted  your  Lordfiip,  becaufe  there  had 
been  a  Change  in  the  Government  fince  the 
paffing  the  Vote,  which  being  unlimited y 
ftiewed  that  the  Houje  at  that  Time  had 
no  Dijirujl  of  the  Adminijlrationy  but  was 
perfectly  fatisfied  no  nwre  of  the  public 
Money  would  be  applied  than  was  abfo- 

lutely 
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lutely  necejfary  for  the  Repairs  to  be 
done  ;  but,  my  Lord,  the  Cafe  feemed 
to  be  otherwife  upon  the  Enquiry  after- 
wards, when  your  Lordfhip  came  into 
Power ;  for  it  plainly  appeared  from  the 
nice  and  ftrift  Examinations  then  made, 
that  the  Houfe  had  a  Dijlrujl  of  Some* 
body,  and  had  not  your  Lordfhip's  Cha- 
racter of  Integrity  been  fujjiciently  efta- 
bliilied,  People,  from  the  Earneftnefs  the 
Houfe  exprefTed  in  that  Affair,  might 
have  been  inclined  to  believe  they  had  a 
Diftruft  of  you ;  indeed  it  was  natural  to 
think  this,  and  nothing  could  have  pre- 
vented the  Belief  of  it,  but  your  own 
good  Character,  and  the  feeing  your  Lord- 
fhip always  fo  great  a  Favourite  with 
the  Houfe. 

It  may  be  prefumed,  that  it  was  owing 
to  this  Piece  of  Difrefpefl  your  Lordfhip 
entered  fo  warmly  into  the  Defence  of 
the  Surveyor-General,  in  order  to  wipe 
off  any  Afperfions  thrown  upon  the  Go- 
E  vernmeni 
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vernment  thro*  the  Indirection  of  it's  Ser<* 
vants  y  for  the  Innocence  of  the  Man  was 
fo  univerfally  believed,  that  had  he  been 
left  to  himfelf  unfupported,  unpatronized 
by  your  Lordfkip  and  your  public-fpirited 
Friends,  he  had  in  all  Probability  come 
off  with  equal  Honour  from  the  Houfe 
his  &wh  Integrity,  his  winning  Addrefs^ 
and  Art  in  foothing  Matters,  as  they  came 
under  Examination,  and  his  Modejly  in 
/peaking,  could  not  have  failed  to  have 
reconciled  the  Minds  of  fuch  Members^ 
as  were  fo  flrangely  prejudiced  againft 
him. 

By  your  Lordfliip's  generous  Prote&ion 
of  Mr.  N — IU  injured  Merit,  you  not 
only  won  the  Heart  of  one  good  Man,  but 
the  Hearts  of  the  whole  Army  -y  the  Offi- 
cers were  pleafed  to  fee  a  Man  who  had 
done  fo  much  for  them  publicly  defended 
and  applauded  by  your  Lordflrp  in  P— t ; 
knowing  how  anxious  it  would  make  him 
or  any  future  Surveyor  to  provide  well 

for 
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for  the  Troops ;  fmce  it  was  evident  from 
Mr*  N — IPs  Inftance,  that  the  more  Care 
they  fhould  take,  the  more  they  would 
be  encouraged  by  your  Lordfhip,  in 
whom  they  would  be  fure  to  find  a  ftre- 
nuous  Advocate,  fhould  they  at  any  Time 
be  called  before  the  Houfe  for  expending 
a  little  too  much  upon  Repairs. 

It  muft  be  confeffed  indeed,  Mr, 
N — H's  Love  of  the  Army,  and  compaf-* 
fionate  Difpofition  for  the  poor  Men,  did 
fometimes  carry  him  too  far,  and  made 
him  repair  too  much ,  I  muft  own  he  was 
a  little  lavijh  at  Bally-Shannon  ,  700  L 
was  rather  too  large  a  Sum  to  be  expend- 
ed there  \  yet  what  is  extraordinary,  the 
Building  is  fo  little  encreafed,  that  the  Ad- 
ditions made  in  that  Barrack  are  fcarcely 
to  be  perceived.  I  am  told,  this  Article 
put  the  Houfe  of  Commons  out  of  Tem- 
per, and  made  them  peevifli  -y  but  with 
how  little  Reafon>  muft  appear  to  every 
Man  who  will  give  himfelf  the  Trouble 
E  2  only 
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only  to  caft  an  Eye  upon  the  Barrack  as 
it  now  Jlands. 

I  have  obferved  that  your  Lordfhip  en- 
tered warmly  into  Mr.  N — IPs  Defence, 
which  I  think  greatly  to  your  Honour;  tho* 
there  have  been  People  malicious  enough 
to  fay  you  were  too  warm,  and  arraign 
your  Lordfhip's  Conduit  on  that  Occa- 
fion  :  I  will  maintain,  my  Lord,  that 
you  could  not  be  too  warm  y  in  Juftice  to 
your/el  fa  in  Juftice  to  a  faljly  accufed  Ser- 
vant of  the  Crown,  in  Juftice  to  the 
Army,  in  Regard  to  your  Brother-Officers, 
you  were  by  all  thefe  united  Motives  call- 
ed upon  to  be  warm  and  zealous  in  the 
Surveyor's  Caufe ;  and  thofe  who  condemn 
your  Lordfhip,  muft  have  had  Fafts  mis- 
represented to  them,  and  indujlrioujly 
mifreprefented  -y  a  Piece  of  Wickednefs,  that 
aims  at  the  well-being  of  all  Society,  an4 
is  capable  to  caft  a  Slur  upon  the  moft 
glorious  A&ions  and  Services  a  Man  in 
public  Character  can  do  his  Country,  f 

believe 
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believe  your  Lordfhip  has  fuftered  from 
fuch  Enemies  as  thefe,  and  Enemies  they 
are  of  the  worft  Kind  3  Traitors  to  the 
Community  they  belong  to,  the  Scorn 
and  Abhorrence  of  all  the  Wife  and  Vir- 
tuous; for  how  much  the  Part  of  Devils 
do  they  aft,  when  they  can  only  fupport 
their  deteftable  Meafures  by  downright 
Faljhoody  and  their  impious  Accufations 
by  a  known  Lye  ? 

By  fuch  Pefts  of  Society  as  thefe,  your 
•  Lordfhip's  Merit  may  have  been  ill  re- 
warded :  However,  my  Lord,  you  have 
this  for  your  Comfort,  that  their  Influ- 
ence cannot  extend  far^  as  thefe  Mis- 
representers  of  Fa&s  are  all  obferved 
to  be  of  one  Party,  and  that  at  prefent 
the  weakejl,  as  well  as  the  worft  ;  long 
may  it  continue  fo,  my  Lord,  is  my 
Prayer  in  the  mean  while  your  Lord- 
fhip  is  happy  in  that, 


Which 
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Which  nought  on  Earth  can  give,  or  can 
deftroy, 

The  Soul's  calm  Sun-foine>  and  the  heart* 
felt-Joy, 

and  you  have  the  Satisfaction  to  know 
that  Truth  will  get  the  better  at  the  End ; 
Veritas  pravalebit  -3  it  will  come  out  one 
Time  or  other ;  your  Lordlhip's  irre-> 
proachable  Conduit  be  feen  in  it's  pro- 
per  Light  ;  and'  the  undeniable  Services 
you  have  done  your  King  and  Country, 
be  as  publicly  known  and  acknowledged  in 
Englandy  as  in  this  diftreffed  and  divided 
Kingdom. 

Mr.  iV— — //  undoubtedly  deferved  well 
of  the  Nation ;  as  undoubtedly  your 
Lordfhip  did  well  in  protecting  him  ;  a 
FaBion  of  Men,  who  were  no  Judges  of 
his  real  Merit,  of  his  Skill  in  his  Employ- 
ment, was  not  to  be  fuffered  to  run- 
down a  public  Officer  in  the  Execution  of 

a  Plan 
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&  Plan  they  did  not  under/land ;  had  he 
indeed  vifibly  defrauded  the  Nation 
of  the  public  Money,  or  had  he  repair- 
ed the  Barracks  in  fuch  a  Manner,  as  to 
make  them  dangerous  to  the  Health, 
and  unfit  for  the  Reception  of  the 
King's  Troops,  their  Objections  might 
have  been  excufed  j  becaufe  every  Man  can 
tell  whether  a  Barrack  is  fit  to  contain 
fuch  a  Number  of  Men  ;  or  if  it  is  in 
a  ruinous  Condition  ;  or  if  no  Money  at  all 
lias  been  laid  out  upon  it;  but  in  the  ge- 
neral  Schemes  and  Plans  for  repairing,  it 

is  impofiible  but  Mr.  N  //  muft  be 

better  inflrudled  in  them  than  any  Mem- 
ber of  P  1  whatever.  The  Expences 

in  building  are  unforefeen  ;  no  Man  in 
Mr.  N — tfo  Way  could  make  a  juji  Cal- 
culation and  it  is  eafily  to  be  imagined 
he  had  Demands  upon  him,  that  the 
Houfe  knew  nothing  of,  nor  could  know 
any  thing  of,  had  they  made  a  JlriBer 
Enquiry  than  they  did  ;  he  might  pof- 
fibly  expend  more  upon  fome  Occafions 

than 
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than  others ;  he  might  appear  a  little  profufe 
at  one  Time,  and  at  another  be  more 
/paring ,  as  his  Judgment,  his  incomparable 
Judgment,  direfted  him:  I  am  very  cer- 
tain he  faved  the  Nation  a  great  deal  of 
Money  in  one  Article,  that  of  Water, 
which  it  is  notorious  he  conveyed  to 
every  Barrack  in  the  Kingdom,  without 
any  Charge  to  the  Public  whatever ;  and 
this  was  the  more  extraordinary,  as  the 
Water  they  were  fupplied  with,  w^s  at 
fome  Diftance,  and  yet  came  down  to  them 
always  frejh,  and  frequently  in  great 
Quantities. 

This  is  a  Faft  your  Lordfhip,  whofe 
Apartments  at  the  Caftle  were  fo  remark- 
ably crowded  with  Officers  and  Generals, 
could  not  poffibly  be  ignorant  of  but 
you  wanted  no  Information  from  others ; 
your  Lordfhip  vifited  many  of  the  Bar- 
racks yourfelf  at  the  ctime  of  this  En- 
quiry,   and  therefore  could  particularly 

fpeak 
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Ipeak  to  the  Improvements  of  this  Kind 
they  have  received. 

But  I  fhall  not  trouble  your  Lordfhip 
with  a  Jujlification  of  Mr.  N — Its  Art 
and  Services  in  the  Way  of  building  ; 
your  Lordfhip  always  appeared  fufficiently 
fatisjied  with  his  Works  and  their  great 
Merit ;  and  for  thofe  who  are  not,  if 
there  are  any  fuch  Jlill  remaining^  I  fhall 
defire  them  to  make  a  little  Tour  round 
the  Kingdom,  and  infpe£l  the  Barracks 
them/elves,  and  will  particularly  recom- 
mend to  their  Obfervation  the  Alterations 
made  in  thofe  that  follow ;  namely,  the 
Barracks  at 

Charles  Forty

Thefe  are  all  and  every  one  of  them 

remarkable  Inflames  of  Mr.  N  If s  Skill 

in  Architecture :  Vitruvius  and  Palladio 
never  equalled  any  of  thefe  Buildings.  If 
a  Fault  could  be  found  at  all,  it  might 
be  faid  that  in  general  they  might  per- 
haps be  a  little  too  airy  ;  fome  of  the 
Highlanders  I  am  told,  have  complained  of 
this ;  but  that  might  be  owing  to  their 
being  ufed  to  a  more  woody  Country  at 
Home,  and  not  to  any  Impropriety  of  Build- 
ing  in  the  Barracks,  or  Want  of  Care  in 
Mr.  N  11 


But  this  Gentleman's  Abilities  were  not 
confined  to  Architedture  only ;  he  deferved 

well 
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well  of  the  Public  in  another  Capacity, 
that  of  an  Engineer  -y  and  by  all  Accounts 
an  excellent  one  he  was  •  the  Houfe  un- 
kindly took  no  Notice  of  his  Merit  in  that 
Way  ;  and  I  was  a  little  furprized  to  find 
your  Lordfhip  Jilent  upon  this  Qccafion, 
efpecially  as  he  had  given  fo  recent  a 
Proof  of  his  Skill,  as  he  had  done  at 
Charles-Fa/"/  ;  Vaubon  himfelf  never  in 
his  Life  proved  Cannon  in  the  Manner,  or 
with  the  Succefs  that  Mr.  N — //  proved 
thofe  at  that  Fort  it  had  been  ufual  with 
all  Engineers  before,  and  fome  of  them 
no  very  ignorant  Men  in  their  Profeffion, 
to  take  the  Cannon  to  be  proved  from 
their  Carriages,  and  to  fire  them  when 
doubly  loaded  on  the  Ground  ;  but  this 
Method  never  had  the  EffeSl  that  Mr. 

N  //  found  from  his,  nor  fufficiently 

fhewed  the  Strength  and  Goodnefs  of  the 
Cannon  5  he  fired  them  upon  the  Parapet, 
and  a  wonderful  Effeft  it  had ;  for  moft 
of  the  Pieces  flew  back  from  their  Em- 
brafures,  broke  their  Carriages  in  Pieces, 
F  2  burft, 
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burjl,  killed  feveral  Men,  wounded  others, 
and  beat  down  the  Parapet.  Now  this, 
my  Lord,  was  a  Coup  de  Maitre  in  For- 
tification, a  Thing  never  dreamt  on  by  all 
the  Engineers  before  him  ,  it  was  a  Sur- 
prize to  thofe  who  beheld  it  3  the  Officers 
ftood  in  Amaze,  aftonifhed  at  the  terrible 
Effe&s  of  his  Art,  and  the  great  Execu- 
tion he  had  done  ;  Mr.  N  //  on  the 

contrary  appeared  as  unconcerned,  as  if 
nothing  had  happened  ;  looked  upon  the 
Ruins  around  him  with  an  Afpeff  of  Con- 
tent ,  ordered  the  Breaches  to  be  repaired, 
the  Men  to  be  buried,  and  retired  feem- 
ingly  in  Raptures  with  himfelf  after  an 
Harangue  to  the  Officers  upon  the  Force 
of  Powder,  which,  he  told  them,  "  was 
"  capable  of  demo/i/hing  any  Metal,  or  a?iy 
<c  Fortification  in  the  Umverfe"  It  is  a 
Pity  your  Lordfhip  forgot  to  lay  before 
the  Houfe  this  memorable  Inftance  of  Mr. 

JV  Us  Talents  for  engineering,  becaufe 

it  is  probable  they  would  have  addrejfed 
the  Lord  L  — — t  upon  it,  to  have  mnti* 

nued 
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nued  him  longer  in  his  Employment,  and 
not  have  fuffered  him  to  have  fold  out  for 
three  or  four  thoufand  Pounds,  as  he  did 
foon  after  the  Enquiry  :  However,  fincc 
the  Nation  is  unhappy  enough  to  be  de- 
prived of  his  Services,  and  ungrateful 
enough  to  reward  him  with  only  the  full 
Value  of  his  Office,  as  it  is  not  to  be 
prefumed  his  great  Abilities  will  long 
permit  him  to  lie  idle  and  remain  inac- 
tive ^  I  cannot  help  thinking  he  has  a 
Right  to  expeft  from  your  Lordfhip  and 
the  P — t  a  Recommendation  to  any  fo- 
reign Potentate,  into  whofe  Service  he  fhall 
chufe  to  enter  ;  and  might  I  take  the 
Liberty  to  propofe  on  this  Occafion,  I 
would  advife  that  he  be  ftrongly  recom- 
mended to  the  French  King,  to  infpeft  his 
Barracks,  and  prove  his  Cannon  in  every 
fortified  Town  throughout  his  Kingdom 
I  believe  there  is  not  an  Officer  in  Ireland 
that  will  not  fign  fuch  a  Recommenda- 
tion he  will  then  be  gaining  Experience, 
which  the  moft  Ikilful  Men  alive  may  be 

improved 
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improved  by,  and  will  hereafter  without 
Doubt,  find  a  proper  Reward  for  his 
Merit  here,  if  he  meets  not  his  Deferts  in 
France,  which  according  to  the  Difpofi- 
tion  of  that  prejent  Monarch  upon  the 
Throne  of  that  Kingdom,  I  am  of  Opi- 
nion he  cannot  fail  to  do. 

Perhaps  it  will  be  obje&ed  to  this  Plan 
by  the  Patriots,  that  it  will  be  throwing 
too  great  a  Genius  into  the  Hands  of  our 
Enemies,  which  may  in  the  End  prove 
dejlruttive  to  the  Arms  of  Great-Britain, 
as  he  would  unquejlionably  put  the  Forti- 
fications of  France  in  a  better  State  of 
Defence  than  they  are  at  prefent :  I  own 
there  may  be  fome  Weight  in  this  Argu- 
ment, but  notwithstanding  1  have  fo  Jlrong 
a  Paffwn  to  advance  Mr.  N — IPs  Reputa- 
tion, that  I  muft  confefs  I  do  moft  heartily 
wifh  every  Baftion  in  France  was  now 
altering  from  his  Defgns,  and  every  Piece 
of  Ordnance  now  proving  under  his  D/- 
xeSlions  :  Great-Britain  might  not  fuffer  fo 

much 
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much  from  it  as  expe&ed  ;  befides,  Mr. 
N—lPs  Attachment  to  his  Country  would 
certainly  take  Place  on  this  Occafion,  and 
prevent  him  from  doing  too  much  for  the 
Service  of  France  if  he  exerted  only  the 
fame  Diligence,  Skill,  and  Honefly,  that  he 
fhewed  when  Engineer  in  Ireland,  'tis  all 
the  King  of  France  can  defire  ;  and  in 
doing  this,  he  will  ftand  acquitted  in  the 
Eyes  of  thofe  who  wifh  the  befl  to  thefe 
three  Kingdoms :  I  am  fure  no  one  wifhes 
them  better  than  I  do  and  for  my  Part, 
I  fhould  be  glad  they  ran  the  Rifque 
of  his  making  the  Power  of  France  more 
formidable,  or  the  Artillery  more  fatal, 
by  the  Experiments  he  fhould  try  on  the 
Cannon,  or  the  Alterations  he  fhould  de- 
fign  of  the  Batteries  and  Bajlions  in  that 
Kingdom. 

But  farther;  to  filence  all  Apprehen- 
fions  or  Objections  of  this  Kind,  I  will 
offer  another  Project  for  the  Reward  of 
his  unparallelkd  Merit  in  Engineering, 
2  which 
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which  it  is  a  Difgrace  to  the  Kingdom 
fhould  ftand  unnoticed,  I  {hall  for  this 
Purpofe  recommend  the  erecting  of  a  mili- 
tary School  for  the  Injiruttion  of  young 
Gentlemen  intended  for  the  Service,  and 
that  the  chief  Direftion  of  fuch  School 
be  entirely  under  the  Influence  of  Mr. 
2V-— //  as  Comptroller  or  Infpeclor-generalr 
with  a  Salary  proportioned  to  the  Ser- 
vices he  has  already  done,  as  well  as  thofe 
that  may  be  modejlly  expefted  from  one  of 
his  dijlingnijhed  x^bilities.  This  will  not 
only  anfwer  the  Defign  of  conferring  a 
public  Mark  of  Honour  and  Reward 
upon  Mr,  N — //,  but  will  likewife  tend 
greatly  to  the  Encouragement  of  the  Arts 
and  Sciences,  which  it  is  generally  com- 
plained,  and  not  without  Foundation,  have 
been  much  neglefted  of  late  Years,  and 
of  courfe  are  evidently  in  the  Decline. 
Now  an  Eftablifhment  of  this  Kind,  with 
f©  able  a  Man  at  the  Head  of  it,  would 
infallibly  make  them  revive  and  Jlourijh 
amongft  us,  would  give  a  new  Spirit  to 

Men 
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Men  of  Letters,  and  occafion  an  univer- 
fal  Cultivation  of  Learning  and  Erudition 
throughout  the  Kingdom.  This  would  be 
foon  found  produ6tive  of  many  vifible  good 
Effe&s  to  the  Public,  and  I  will  venture, 
my  Lord,  to  fay  one  Thing  more,  it  is  one 
of  the  fureft  Means  to  make  a  People  great. 
My  Countrymen  are  ftrong  Inftances  to 
this  Point  ;  no  People  whatever  have 
found  greater  Advantages  from  a  good 
Education  than  they  have  j  Scotland  is 
allowed  to  furnifh  the  beft,  and  many 
of  it's  Natives  have  arofe  to  very  high 
Honours  and  Preferments,  which  they 
had  no  Pretenfions  to,  and  which  was 
Matter  of  Wonder*  to  every  body  how 
they  came  by>  yet  is  very  eafily  ac- 
countable for,  when  imputed  to  their 
Education  ;  an  Education,  which  at 
once  qualifies  them  for  hardy  Undertak- 
ings above  the  common  Level  of  Men  in 
other  Countries  \  infpires  them  with  Am- 
bition and  Courage ;  inftills  into  them 
early  Notions  of  Loyalty  to  their  Prince, 
G  and

and  AffeSlion  to  their  Country ;  divejls  them 
•  of  all  little  Prejudices  to  their  own  Nation, 
;  and  forms  in  them  a  Readinefs  to  quit  it 
without  Regret  upon  all  Occafions  where 
Fortune  allures,  or  Advancement  calls  them 
forth.  Thefe  are  the  Fruits  of  a  liberal 
Education  in  Scotland  >  to  our  public  Se- 
minaries of  Learning,  and  the  general 
Encouragement  given  to  the  politer  Arts 
among  ft  us,  is  owing  the  fwift  Progrefs 
that  our  Countrymen  are  obferved  to  make 
in  obtaining  Employments  in  every  Na- 
tion under  Heaven,  and  not  to  a  miftaken 
Notion  that  Scotchmen  in  Power,  wherever 
they  are,  are  partial  to  the  Scotch,  promote, 
protect,  and  recommend  fuch  only,  who 
firft  drew  the  Air  in  North-Britain  ;  for 
belides  that  they  are  believed  to  be  the 
leajl  national  People  in  the  World,  few 
Sovereigns  and  Potentates  Abroad  would 
be  fond  to  advance  them  fo  high  as  they 
are  often  found  to  be,  if  a  perpetual 
Succeflion  of  their  Countrymen  was  to  be 
intailed  upon  all  the  great  Offices  in  their 

Douri- 
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Dominions ;  no,  'tis  their  Schools,  and 
Colleges,  their  wife  Inftitutions  for  Edu- 
cation, and  wifer  Encouragement  of 
Learning  and  learned  Men  that  procure 
them  the  Honours  they  enjoy,  the  Re- 
fpeft  they  find  and  'tis  in  thefe  Gardens 
of  Erudition,  fuch  Shoots  fpring  out,  as 
are  feen  to  bud  and  blojfom  in  every  State 
in  Europe. 

If  I  am  right  in  this,  my  Lord,  and 
I  believe  common  Fame  is  with  me,  it 
will  be  a  ftrong  Argument  in  Favour  of 

my  Defign  for  Mr.  N  //,  under  whofe 

Care  fuch  an  Inftitution  as  I  have  been 
fpeaking  of,  may  be  as  beneficial  to 
the  rifing  Youth  of  Ireland,  as  thofe  have 
been  found  to  be,  that  are  already  efta- 
blifhed  in  Scotland  to  the  Youth  of  that 
Nation,  and  your  Lordfhip's  ready  Con- 
currence in  promoting  fuch  a  Defign, 
cannot  be  doubted,  when  it  is  confidered 
how  eager  you  have  always  been  to  for- 
ward any  Projeftthat  might  be  of  general 
G  2  Utility 
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Utility  to  this  Kingdom  $  and  that  it  is 
impjfible  but  you  muft  wifh  as  warmly  to 
fee  the  Gentlemen  of  this  Country  ad- 
vanced as  thofe  of  mine,  having  yourfelf 
received  your  Education  amongft  them. 
I  would  not  be  underftood  to  infer  that 
your  Lordfhip  might  owe  your  early  and 
uncommon  Rife  to  that  alone ;  but  proba- 
ble it  is,  the  Eloquence  that  has  fo  con- 
ftantly  diftinguifhed  your  Lordfhip's 
Speeches  in  the  Parliaments  of  England 
and  Ireland,  might  have  received  fome 
Advantage  from  your  Application  to 
Learning,  and  your  Acquaintance  with 
Men  of  Letters  during  your  Refidence  in 
'Trinity -College  in  Dublin. 

If  this  Scheme  for  a  military  School 
ihould  meet  with,  as  it  muft  certainly 
merit  your  Lordfhip's  Approbation,  it 
will  be  no  difficult  Matter  to  affign  a 
Place  proper  to  erect  it  in  :  I  would  re- 
commend by  all  Means  that  it  be  efta- 
blilhed  at  Lejlip,  and  this  for  two  Rea- 

fons 
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fons  \  firft,  becaufe  it  is  at  a  fufficient 
Diftance  from  the  Metropolis,  being  about 
as  near  to  Dublin  as  Woolwich  is  to  Lon- 
don -y  and  fecondly,  from  it's  having  the 
Advantage  of  being  fituated  in  a  Town 
fo  conftantly  honoured  with  the  Prefence 
of  the  Lord  P— e,  whofe  general  Know- 
ledge would  qualify  him  occafionally  to 
injlrutt  the  Youth  to  be  educated  there, 
and  the  Sanftity  of  whofe  Character  would 
prefer ve  their  Morals  from  Corruption,  and 
infpire  them  with  an  early  Love  of  Purity 
and  Virtue. 

From  the  Regard  your  Lordfhip  has 
ever  fhewn  to  Ireland,  from  the  Regard 
you  have  ever  ftiewn  to  the  ingenious  Mr. 
N—ll,  your  Lordfhip  cannot  but  encou- 
rage, as  much  as  in  you  lies,  an  Under- 
taking fo  much  to  his  Honour,  and  fo 
ufeful  to  the  Public.  Your  Lordfhip  can- 
not but  know  that  it  is  impoffible  to 
have  good  and  faithful  Servants,  unlefs 
Care  is  taken  to  reward  their  Merit ;  I 

fhall 
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fball  therefore  fay  no  more  on  this  Sub- 
jeft,  but  put  your  Lordfhip  down  as  one 
amongft  the  firft  Supporters  of  the  Leslip 
School  for  the  Education  of  Youth. 

I  cannot  finifh  this  Epiftle  to  your 
Lordfhip  without  obferving  how  much 
happier  you  are  than  many  other  great 
Men  who  lived  before  you  in  one  Parti- 
cular ;  I  mean  that  of  finding  a  jujl 
Senfe  of  your  Actions  prevailing  in  the 
World  ;  many,  very  many  Heroes  like 
your  Lordfhip, 

Poft  ingentia  Facia,  Deorum  in  Templa 
recepti, 

Phravere  fuis  non  refpondere  Favorem, 
Speratum  Meritis  ; 

but  your  Lordfhip's  great  Atchievements 
have  met  with  a  better  Fate  •>  State/men 
admire  your  Strokes  of  unexampled  Policy  -y 
Generals  are  ajlonijhed  at  your  military 
Capacity,  and  a  whole  Kingdom  thanks 

you, 
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you,  and  at  the  fame  Time  wonders  at 
your  Adminijlration* 

The  Army,  of  which  I  am  fo  happy 
to  be  a  Part,  is  grateful  to  the  higheft 
Degree,  and  can  never  forget  how  little  a 
Demand  was  made  upon  them  for  the 
Expences  attending  the  carrying  and  re- 
turning the  Bill  from  England  for  the 
Encreafe  of  their  Pay  ;  it  not  being  much 
above  seven  hundred  Pounds  >  which, 
confidering  the  great  Dijlance  from  Dub- 
lin to  London^  the  crolling  a  Sea,  the 
Difficulty  of  pafling  the  Welch  Mountains, 
little  inferior  to  that  of  pafling  the  Alp, 
the  exorbitant  Bills  made  at  Public-houfes^ 
inflamed  with  Articles  of  Pojl-chaifes,  and 
Wine  at  five  Shillings  a  Bottle  j  confider- 
ing, I  fay  this,  my  Lord,  it  was  fo  light 
a  Charge  upon  the  Troops,  that  it  mull 
for  ever  dwell  upon  their  Remembrance, 
and  make  them  bound  to  love  and  ejleem 
you  while  they  live.  It  has  been  faid  indeed, 
that  the  Army  is  indebted  to  the  Par- 
liament 
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tiament  in  common  with  your  Lordftiip 
for  their  Encreafe  of  Pay ;  this  may  be 
true,  for  ought  I  know  ;  but  as  to  the 
Charge  of  fending  the  Bill,  I  am  very  fure 
the  Houfe  knew  nothing  of  that,  and 
will  venture  to  fay,  that  all  Obligations  of 
that  Nature  are  due  to  your  Lordfliip, 
and  you  only. 

As  the  Army  will  ever  have  Reafon  to 
think  honourably  of  your  Lordfhip's  Ad- 
miniftration,  fo  likewife,  my  Lord,  muft 
every  Member  of  the  Church \  who  airtied 
not  at  fecular  Power,  in  which  indeed  you 
oppofed  them,  but  who  confined  themfelves 
to  the  fpiritual  Welfare  of  the  whole 
Body,  and  the  Prefervation  of  the  Pro- 
teftant  Religion  in  Ireland.  To  fuch  holy 
Men  your  Lordfhip  was  ever  a  faft 
Friend  and  fteady  Patron,  and  how  great- 
ly they  have  availed  themfelves  of  your 
Lordfhip's  parental  Care  of  the  Reformed 
Churchy  appeal's  by  the  great  Succejs  their 
Labours  have  met  with  in  all  Parts  of  the 

Kingdom.

Kingdom.  The  Protejlant  Religion  is 
now  no  longer  in  want  of  Affijlances 
from  the  Government  for  it's  Support 
and  Increafe;  claims  no  Aid  of  any  Kind 
from  the  Revenue.  The  Charter- 
Schools,  ever  looked  upon  as  the  great 
Bulwark  againft  Pope?y,  and  the  main 
Prop  of  Proteftantifm,  are  now  entirely 
without  any  Relief  from  Parliament  ;  and 
to  the  Honour  of  your  Lordfhip,  the  firffc 
Bill  that  was  ever  omitted,  to  make  a 
Provifion  for  them,  was  dropped  in  the 
Time  of  your  Lordfhip's  Adminiftration. 
From  the  Year  they  were  eftablifhed  to 
this  Day,  a  conftant  Fund  was  provided 
for  them  out  of  the  Commiffion  of 
Hawkers  and  Pedlars,  and  which  pro- 
duced near  3000 1.  per  Annum  ;  this  Duty 
expired  by  the  Prorogation  of  the  Parlia- 
ment, which  never  fate  to  renew  it ;  by 
which  it  may  reafonably  be  prefumed,  fuch 
an  Appropriation  was  found  to  be  no 
longer  necejfary  ;  for  if  it  had,  your 
Lordfhip's  known  Regard  for  the  eftablifh- 
H  ed 
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ed  Religion  of  your  Country,  would  not 
have  permitted  you  to  have  left  the  King- 
dom, 'till  the  Parliament  had  by  your 
Influence  met  again  (for  I  do  not  find  the 
two  Houfes  adjourned  them] elves)  and  made 
this  Provifion  for  the  Support  of  the 
Schools.  Nothing  can  be  a  ftronger  Proof 
of  the  great  Increafe  of  the  Protejlants  in 
Ireland,  and  the  Decreafe  of  the  Roman 
Catholics,  than  this  fmgle  Event  ;  for  it 
appears  that  the  Reformed  Church  has 
gained  fuch  Ground,  that  it  may  now  be 
left  to  itfelf  to  make  its  Way  ;  which 
was  a  Meafure  could  never  have  been 
entered  into  by  your  Lordfhip,  had  you 
not  been  thoroughly  convinced  it  could  be 
done  with  the  utmojl  Security,  had  the  leaf 
Doubt  remained,  this  never  could  have 
happened  ;  for  every  one  is  well  acquaint- 
ed of  what  great  Confequence  it  is  to 
propagate  the  Protejlant  Religion  in  Ire- 
land as  the  general  W elfare  of  the  King- 
dom  is  concerned  in  it,  fo  is  His  Ma- 
jesty's particular  Intereft,  fince  he  never 

can 
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can  be  fo  well  aflured  of  the  Allegiance 
of  his  Subjefls  of  a  different  Perfuafion  : 
How  glorious  then  muft  your  Lordfhip 
appear  in  the  Eyes  of  all  Friends  to  the 
prefent  Government,  who  has  fo  firmly 
eftablifhed  the  Protejlant  Religion  in  Ire- 
landy  that  a  Revenue  of  near  three 
thousand  Pounds,  granted  for  the  Pro- 
pagation of  it,  was  /pared  the  King- 
dom for  the  firft  Time,  when  your 
Lordfhip  was  in  Power  ?  what  mighty 
Growth  muft  the  Reformed  Church  have 
made  in  that  fhort  Period  ?  and  what  uni- 
verfal  Acquifitions  of  Converts  muft  have 
been  obtained  in  a  few  Years  ?  for  it  is 
very  well  known,  that  within  thefe  five 
laft  paft,  Popery  fo  much  prevailed,  that 
near  four  Papifis  to  one  Protejlant  might 
be  found  in  every  County  in  the  King- 
dom. 

No  Wonder  then,  that  the  Abfence 
of  fo  great  a  Friend  to  the  Army,  and  fo 
great  a  Patron  to  the  Church,  is  fo  uni- 
H  2  verfalL 
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verfally  dreaded   that  the  Sighs  of  Officers, 
and  the  Cries  of  the  Clergy,  are  fo  often 
mingled  together  j  that  lamenting  Patriots 
crowd  the  Caftle,  meet  and  weep  in  con- 
cert ;.   reflecting  with  unfeigned  Sorrow, 
that  the  Rewards  of  Virtue  fo  often  pro- 
mifed,  are  now  become  precarious  and 
fnould  your  Lordfhip  be  dif placed  y  En- 
creafe  of  Reputation  is  likely  to  be  the 
only  Return  for  all  the  Struggle  they  have 
made ;  for  all  that  ncble  Struggle  for  the 
Liberty  of  Ireland,  begun,  fupported,  and 
carried  on  by  your  Lordfhip,  and  thefe 
faithful  Friends,  with  a  Spirit  and  Vigour 
unknown  to  this  Kingdom  for  Ages.  If 
you  are  wanting  to  keep  this  Spirit  alive 
amongft  them,  Heaven  knows  but  it  may 
be  lojfy  entirely  loft  5  and  then  the  Con* 
fequences  to  this  Nation  are  eafly  fare* 
feen    when  the  General  is  not  prefent,  the 
I'roops  will  fight  but  faintly  \   'tis  your 
Lordfhip,  who  infpired  them  with  a  Love 
for  the  Caufe,  that  can  alone  infpire  them 
with  a  Courage  to  purfue  it  5  they  will 
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dwindle  and  droop  hv  your  Abfenee ;  the 
Orator  forget  to  plead  \  the  Senator  be 
ftruck  dumb  \  the  warmeft  of  your  Friends 
meanly  defert  your  patriot  Plan,  efpecially 
if  Corruption  and  Bribery  (two  Strangers 
in  this  Nation)  fhould  take  Place  in  the 
fucceeding  Government ;  nay,  'tis  poffi- 
ble  (fuch  is  the  Inconjlancy  of  Men,  and 
fo  great  the  Want  of  public  Spirit)  that 
ihould  your  Lord/hip's  Conduft  be  called 
in  Queftion  before  the  enfuing  Parliament, 
'tis  poffible,  there  might  arife  Men,  who 
would  not  only  not  applaud  it,  but  would 
even  dare  to  cenfure  it :  Notwithftanding 
all  the  Good  you  have  done  to  Ireland ; 
notwithftanding  the  many  BleJJings  you 

have  drawn  from  his  M  y  to  this 

Kingdom,  by  fo  warmly  recommending 
the  Loyalty  and  AffeElion  of  his  Subje£h 
here;  notwithftanding  the  Integrity  and 
Faith  you  have  kept  with  all  Mankind, 
the  generous  Concern  you  fhewed,  when 
fome  great  Men  unfortunately  fell  un- 
der the  K — g's  Difpleafure,  by  chafing 
t'Q  bear  the  News  yourfelf,   that  you 

might 
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might  break  it  to  them  gently  notwith- 
standing your  known  Humanity  and  your 
dijinterejied  Offers  of  Friendfhip,  -particu- 
larly to  the  Dijlrejfed'y  in  a  Word,  notwith- 
ftanding  all  your  public  and  private  Vir- 
tues, I  would  not  anfwer  but  in  another 
Seffions,  the  whole  Tenor  of  your  Admi- 
niftration  might  be  arraigned,  your  Con- 
duct in  Affairs  civil  and  military,  difput- 
ed,  perhaps  exclaimed  againft,  and  no  Me- 
rit of  any  Kind  allowed  you,  but  the  Pro- 
teBmi  you  afforded  to  the  Church,  and  the 
Patronage  you  vouchfafed  to  Churchmen  : 
For  my  Part,  I  have  feen  Ingratitude  pre- 
vail fo  powerfully  amongft  Mankind,  that 
I  fhould  not  be  furprized,  if  upon  an 
Enquiry  into  your  L  p's  public  Cha- 
racter, I  ftiould  hear  Sir  Richard  Cox, 
even  the  Patriot  Sir  Richard  Cox, 
who  never  wanted  Strength  of  Expreffion, 
fpeaking  but  faintly  in  your  Favour  ;  the 
nine  Gores  debating  againft  you,  and 
Mr.  Malone  employing  his  irrefiftible 
Eloquence  in  condemning  every  Meafure 

2  you 
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you  undertook,  and  entered  into.  Your 
Lordfhip  muft  not  wonder  if  you  fhould 
find  this  to  be  the  generous  Return  of  all 
your  Labours ;  'tis  natural,  and  only  your 
Fate  in  common  with  others  as  extraor- 
dinary and  upright  Statefmen  as  yourfelf. 

Should  an  Event  of  this  Kind  occur, 
which  I  flatter  myfelf  will  not,  your  Lord- 
fliip will  however  find  many  a  faithful 
Abdiel  amongft  the  Military,  particularly 
thofe  of  my  Count?')1,  who  will  never  defert 
you,  but  ardently  pray  for  your  Return,  as 
the  Lofs  of  your  Lordfhip's  Influence  at 
the  Caftle  will  be  fenjibly  felt  by  them,  and 
indeed  by  all  the  true  Patriots  in. this 
Kingdom. 

Among  thofe,  who  weary  Heaven  wTith 
that  Prayer,  your  Lordfhip  may  aflfuredly 
reckon  upon,  My  Lord,
